1. THE DEPARTMENT APPRECIATES THE CONCERN EXPRESSED IN 
REFTEL AND HAS ATTEMPTED TO DEVELOP THE INFORMATION REQUEST- 
ED. OUR INQUIRIES INDICATE THAT SPECIFIC FOREIGN TRAVEL OF 
SENIOR MILITARY OFFICERS IS NOT USUALLY PLANNED VERY FAR IN 
ADVANCE. THERE IS AT THIS TIME NO INDICATION THAT ANY 
SENIOR U.S. OFFICERS PLAN TO VISIT BOLIVIA DURING 1974. 

BOTH NATIONAL WAR COLLEGE AND INDUSTRIAL COLLEGE OF THE 
ARMED FORCES INDICATE THEY HAVE NO RPT NO PLANS TO VISIT 
BOLIVIA DURING 1974 (WE DID NOT INQUIRE OF THE ARMY OR NAVY 
WAR COLLEGES WHICH HAVE NOT PREVIOUSLY EVIDENCED ANY IN- 
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TEREST IN VISITING BOLIVIA). 
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2. IN THE ABSENCE OF ADVANCED PLANNING, CLEARANCE FOR SUCH 
VISITS WILL BE HANDLED ON A CASE-BY-CASE BASIS, TAKING INTO 
ACCOUNT THE VIEWS EXPRESSED IN REFTEL. THE DEPARTMENT WILL 
MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO ENSURE THE EMBASSY RECEIVES THE MAXI- 
MUM POSSIBLE ADVANCE NOTICE OF SUCH VISITS. KISSINGER 
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
